Calling for Mr Rammell’s receipts to 
be published online and updated when¬ 
ever a new claim is submitted, Mr Halfon 
insisted that “total transparency” was the 
only way for MPs to regain the trust of 
disillusioned constituents. 

“I am not suggesting Mr Rammell has 
got anything to hide but I think the elec¬ 
torate would appreciate knowing where 
their money has been spent,” Mr Halfon 
told the Star. 

“It is clear that the expenses system 
needs a complete overhaul. This scandal 
has done so much to add to the ever- 
increasing contempt felt by people 
towards politicians of all colours.” 

Mr White added that he was “com¬ 


pletely baffled” as to why Mr Rammell 
needed a second home when his con¬ 
stituency is so close to central London. 

“I know lots of people who live in 
Harlow and have to commute to and 
from London daily for work,” he said. “I 
think it’s time Mr Rammell took a reali¬ 
ty check and gave up unnecessary luxu¬ 
ries like his second home.” 

Although Mr Rammell has not been 
named in the Daily Telegraph investiga¬ 
tion into the abuse of Parliamentary 
allowances, the fallout from which has 
already seen some MPs suspended, 
sacked or forced to resign, he told the 
Star he was nevertheless planning on 
accounting for his expenses. 


“Before the publication of any MP’s 
expenses there is a process of checking 
with the Fees Office,” he said yesterday 
(Wednesday). “I am frustrated this is tak¬ 
ing so long but I will be publishing my 
expenses in the very near future and will 
fully account for them. 

“It is clear MPs of all parties are indi¬ 
vidually and collectively responsible for 
the real and genuine concerns about the 
expenses system. We all need to focus on 
root-and-branch reform.” 

On Tuesday the Speaker of the House 
of Commons, Michael Martin, announ¬ 
ced MPs will no longer be able to use 
taxpayers’ money on furniture, cleaning 
or home improvements.

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Deal signed 
on scheme 
to transform 
town centre 

THE regeneration of part of 
Harlow town centre has 
taken a significant step 
forward with the signing of a 
crucial legal agreement. 

As the Star exclusively 
reported last month, Harlow 
Council and developer 
Stockland were poised to 
seal the deal which will tie 
the company into turning 
town centre north into a 
bustling leisure quarter. 

The agreement was finally 
signed on Tuesday, paving 
the way for designs to be 
drawn up and delivered 
ahead of a formal planning 
application which is 
expected next year. 

The scheme hopes to 
incorporate new retail space 
including a department store, 
food store, 500 homes, 
restaurants, a hotel, office 
space, a new library and a 
new bus station. 

Leisure facilities including a 
new cinema, market and 
transformed public spaces 
will also feature in the 
scheme, which will be the 
subject of extensive public 
consultation. 

The council is also working 
on a separate project to 
develop proposals to include 
a theatre in the 
development. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said: “This is a 
major boost for Harlow’s 
future and the whole town 
centre. 

“This announcement 
contributes to an exciting 
time for Harlow along with 
other regeneration projects 
which are happening. If we 
are going to realise our 
ambition of making Harlow 
a sub-regional shopping 
centre then schemes like this 
must happen.”

Bad parkers 
risk £70 fine 


TRAFFIC wardens armed with tape 
measures and ticket machines are to 
patrol the streets of Harlow under tough 
new rules to crack down on dangerous¬ 
ly parked cars. 

At present no-one is responsible for keep¬ 
ing check on whether vehicles are parked 
safely, resulting in many streets and pave¬ 
ments becoming clogged. 

But this week the Department of Transport said 
all councils in England will be allowed to enforce 
measures outlined in the Traffic Management Act 
2004. 

Under the regulations anyone parked more than 
50cm from the edge of the road or found to be 
blocking drop kerbs will be hit with a £70 fine - 
money which will go straight into council coffers. 

The move has been welcomed by council chiefs 
in Harlow who say they receive numerous com¬ 
plaints each year about inconsiderate parking. 

The problem has proved so widespread that 
refuse collection teams have been forced to leave 
rubbish piled up for weeks in one estate because 
their vehicle couldn’t squeeze past parked cars.

The parking menace also creates issues for dis¬ 
abled people who have problems negotiating pave¬ 
ments in wheelchairs and for emergency services. 

Joel Charles, vice chairman of Harlow Council’s 
environment and community committee, said: “We 
will be using these powers in response to com¬ 
plaints that we receive from residents and in areas 
where these issues are common. 

“Parking enforcement rules exist for the safety 
of pedestrians and all road users and issuing penal¬ 
ty charge notices acts as a deterrent.” 

The powers have been enforced by London 
councils for a number of years and will be rolled 
out in Harlow from June 1.

Thief admits 
51 crimes to 
'dear decks' 


A CONVICTED thief who 
was described as a “one- 
man crime wave” by a 
judge has been sentenced to 
a further five months 
behind bars after confess¬ 
ing to another 51 offences.

On Friday Brytz was jailed for a 
further two years and nine months - 
to run concurrently with his existing 
sentence - after admitting two bur¬ 
glaries at homes in Pittman’s Field 
and Pear Tree Mead. 

He also asked for a further 49 
similar offences committed between 
December 2003 and August 2008 to 
be taken into consideration. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said the 
offence at Pear Tree Mead involved 
the theft of a television, laptop com¬ 
puter, games console and cash while 
the Pittman’s Field burglary resulted 
in the theft of a car. 

David Pickersgill, representing 
Brytz, said in mitigation: “He wants 
to clear the decks, wrap it all up and 
build a new life for himself in the 
west country” 

Judge Christopher Ball said he 
hoped Brytz had shown genuine 
remorse but added: “If you want to 
come back to Harlow and offend 
again I’ll be waiting for you. 

“I can’t ignore the fact you were a 
one-man crime wave around Harlow 
in this period.”

OAP pushed to 
floor in robbery 

A THIEF with a distinctive boil on his face 
is being hunted by police after he robbed an 
elderly woman in her own home. 

The victim, who is in her 70s, was open¬ 
ing her front door after returning from 
shopping last Wednesday afternoon when 
he put a hand over her mouth and forced- 
her inside. 

He pushed her to the floor and then took 
her purse and cash from a shopping bag. 
He fled with a small amount of money, a 
bus pass and pictures of the woman’s 
grandchildren. 

PC Christopher Holland said: “This was 
an appalling attack on an elderly woman. 
She was unharmed but left very badly 
shaken by her ordeal.” 

The suspect is described as black, about 
35, short and stocky with short black hair 
and a boil or spot on his right lower cheek. 
He was wearing a three-quarter length coat, 
black shoes and canvas gloves.

Witness saw youths 
run from fire scene 


A GROUP of youths were seen run¬ 
ning away from the scene on the 
night a fatal fire claimed the life of a 
young woman and left her boyfriend 
with brain damage, a jury heard 
Paul Crick, who lived in a flat at 
Sherwood House, Bush Fair along with 
Darren Satchwell - the alleged target of the 
blaze - told Chelmsford Crown Court 
there had been trouble involving young¬ 
sters. 

Mr Crick, who described himself as an alco¬ 
holic with a drugs problem, said he knew a num¬ 
ber of young people frequented the premises. He 
had occupied the flat for some time but moved 
out a few weeks before it was firebombed 

He said that while he was living at the flat a 
window had been broken on several occasions. 

“It was the young lads.,” he told the court. 
“Darren had threatened the boys with a knife. 
They had done something wrong. They didn’t 
like him because he was a schizophrenic, he’s dif¬ 
ferent.” 

He said that on the evening of the fire he was 
in the area when he saw a group of between saw 
20-25 youngsters. “I saw the lads run off to the 
underpass. They were 300-400 yards away,” he 
told the court. 

Kerry Youngs (24), who lived with her 
boyfriend Kevin Chappie in the flat above Mr 
Stachwell’s, died in the fire. Mr Chappie (31) 
survived but suffered devastating brain damage. 

The prosecution allege the fire was started 
deliberately by two boys, then aged 13 and 14, 
who had been bullying Mr Satchwell. 

Carl Manton, now 18, of Fong Banks, Harlow 
and a 17-year-old boy, also from Harlow, deny 
murder and causing grievous bodily harm. They 
also deny manslaughter and arson with intent to 
endanger life and being reckless as to whether 
life was endangered. 

Two other defendants - a 40-year-old woman 
from Harlow and a 37-year-old man from 
Woodford Green - deny committing acts tending 
or intending to pervert the course of justice by 
making a false statement about one of the boy’s 
whereabouts.

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Protest group 
supporters in 
court to hear 
housing case 

SUPPORTERS of a campaign 
group opposing plans to build 
thousands of new homes on 
countryside to the north of Harlow 
travelled to the Royal Courts of 
Justice on Monday for the start of 
a judicial review into the 
controversial proposals. 
Hertfordshire County Council and 
St Albans Council are challenging 
housing proposals contained in the 
East of England Plan. 

The case hinges on whether the 
Secretary of State has the power 
to publish the plan without having 
properly considered alternatives in 
a strategic environmental 
assessment. 

Pressure group STOP Harlow 
North believes the councils have a 
strong case because the Harlow 
North proposals represent a new 
settlement and reasonable 
alternative proposals should have 
been considered. 

A group spokesman said: “The 
Strategic Environmental Report 
published with the proposed 
changes to the plan contains no 
assessment of alternatives. 

“We published our alternative in 
2006 after the panel reported and 
before the proposed changes were 
published. Despite widespread 
local support for these ideas, the 
Government completely ignored 
this alternative land use proposal. 
“We also believe the Secretary of 
State behaved irrationally when 
she rejected the independent 
planning inspectors report.” 

The hearing was expected to 
continue until yesterday 
(Wednesday). 


Hit-and-run driver kills 
mum on holiday island

A MOTHER-of-one who lived in 
Harlow has been killed in a hit- 
and-run accident in Thailand. 

Claire Cox (42), nee Clenshaw, and 
her boyfriend died instantly when a pick¬ 
up truck being driven on the wrong side 
of the road ploughed into them while 
they were on holiday. 

Two days earlier Claire had made a tele¬ 
phone call to her parents, Bill and Joan 
Clenshaw, to tell them she was planning to 
return home early. It is believed she was 
intending to come back to Britain on the day 
she died. 

Claire had lived in Harlow on and off for 
10 years, living in the Greenhills area of the 
town for four years before moving to Ipswich 
in 2003. 

She had been a pupil at Bunt Mill School 
while growing up in Dobbs Weir and had 
worked for a construction company in Staple 
Tye. 

Her grieving family are struggling to come 
to terms with the tragedy. Sister-in-law Chris 
said: “It was the first time she had been to 
Thailand; it was a very beautiful place she 
was staying in. 

“A memorial was held for her there. The

hotelier and dive instructor said she was real¬ 
ly lovely and that she was happy, which is a 
comfort for us.

I T’S not often we cover 
sporting events on these 
pages but this is one we feel 
worthy of a mention as it drew 
crowds of hundreds and put 
the town on the international 
cycling map. 

The Smirnoff Scramble and 
international cyclo-cross 
championship, held at the Harlow 
Cycling Club during the 1970s, saw 
cyclists of varying capabilities race 
against each other around a huge 
course spanning the Town Park, 
Edinburgh Way and the cycle club. 
The event was big news in the world 
of cycling and professional riders 
from across the country descended 
on the town to take part in the 
challenge which was usually held in 
January. 

The Harlow Gazette covered the 
1979 race which saw the riders face 
difficult conditions as the wintry 
weather the town had experienced in 
the days before the event suddenly 
gave way to rain, causing a 
quagmire. 

The eventual winner of the race that 


year was Eric Stone, who crossed 
the finish line in first place after 
completing nine laps. 

Among those who watched the race 
was local bike enthusiast John 
Curry. “They were good to watch 
when they took place,” he said. “The 
cycle club did all the organising and 
Edinburgh Way was closed on race 
day because that was the start and 
the finish line. 

“The reason it came to Harlow is 
because the town had Gilbeys, 
which was a big distillers, and 


Smirnoff was one of its products. 
“Every year for a number of years 
the races were held in the town and 
we used to get commentators such as 
Hugh Porter come along and do the 
commentary. 

“It was serious stuff because it was 
the European Championships.”

Nearly 40 people, who have 
been in training since 
January, set off from 
Harlow to climb to the top 
of Ben Nevis in aid of the 
Epping Breast Cancer Unit. 
But treacherous weather put a 
damper on the walk after heavy 
snow forced the group to 
abandon its attempt on the 
summit. 

To make matters worse, one 
member of the party had to be 
airlifted to hospital after she 
slipped and fell 80ft down the 
side of the mountain, breaking 
her wrist and cracking her 
cheekbone. 

Trip organiser Lesa Spooner 
said: “As we were coming down 
we heard one of the climbers 
had fallen over the side of the 
mountain and into water. 

“We rushed down there and 
fortunately a group of lifeboat 


volunteers who were on their 
way up managed to get down to 
her and sit with her until the air 
rescue crew arrived. 

Thankfully she is home now 
and OK. She has survived 
cancer and now she has 
survived falling down Ben 
Nevis!” 

Lesa added: “The weather was 
horrendous and we had been 
warned nobody had reached the 
summit the day before we all 
set out because of the weather. 
“Seven of the group turned 
back after 2,000ft because of 
the conditions and the rest of us 
tried to get as far as we could 
but 100 metres from the top it 
was a complete whiteout. I have 
never seen snow like it. 

“But everybody did 
fantastically well to get as far as 
they did and I just want to say 
well done to everybody who 
took part and the volunteers 
who helped.” 

Despite the fact that they didn’t 
make it to the top the group 
raised more than £10,000 for 
the unit which is based at St 
Margaret’s Hospital.

Astronauts' 
space trip to 
fix telescope 


A TEAM of astronauts 
blasted off into space 
last week on one of the 
most dangerous 
missions to date - to fix 
the Hubble telescope. 
The space shuttle Atlantis was 
launched from the Kennedy Space 
Centre in Florida carrying new 
parts to install on the ageing giant 
structure 

Hubble has been in orbit taking 
pictures of space for almost 20 
years but is now badly in need of 
repair. 

The mission is considered 
extremely risky as the telescope is 
a long way from the International 
Space Station, meaning that if 
anything goes wrong the 
astronauts will struggle to get help. 


However, another shuttle is on 
standby in case Atlantis is 
damaged during its flight. 

During five long space walks the 
astronauts have been repairing and 
replacing broken parts and 
installing powerful new cameras. 
Before leaving, mission leader 
John Grunsfeld said: "There will be 
no time to take a breath and look 
around, it's just going to be work, 
work, work.” 

Hubble has helped teach us about 
the way the Universe works, 
photographing far-off stars and 
fantastic images of space that 
would be impossible to see from 
the Earth's surface. 

If everything goes to plan, the 
telescope which was launched 
back in 1990 should last until at 
least 2014.

Unemployment 
up as recession 
starts to take 
its toll on jobs 

JOBLESS figures for Harlow have 
risen above the UK average, with 
more than 2,800 people claiming 
Jobseekers Allowance. 

According to the Office for National 
Statistics, a total of 2,824 people are 
currently out of work in the district, 
representing just over five per cent of 
the total population. 

But the true unemployment figure for 
the town is likely to be in excess of 
that amount as the labour market 
profile released last week and from 
which it was taken is based on 
information gathered between 
October 2007 and September last 
year. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said: “The 
recent labour market statistics 
demonstrate both good and bad news 
locally, although our current situation 
has not reached unemployment levels 
when this Government came to 
power. 

“Just over five per cent of the Harlow 
working age population is currently 
claiming Jobseekers Allowance 
which, while above the UK average of 
four per cent, remains below the 
number claiming this benefit in 
1996.” 

He said there were positive signs the 
town was coping well in comparison 
to other towns in the region, and 
added: “I am doing all I can locally to 
provide support to companies and 
employees facing redundancies.” 


House fees hike will 
hit sales says Halfon 


THE effect of the recession on 
property sales in Harlow and the 
surrounding area has been reve¬ 
aled this week after figures 
showed that sales over the past 
two years have dropped by more 
than 50 per cent. 

In Harlow there were 924 house 
sales in 2008 compared to 1,929 in 
2006 while in the neighbouring 
Epping Forest district - which 
includes Hastingwood, Nazeing, 
Roydon and Sheering - there were 
1,410 sales in 2008 compared to 
3,230 in 2006. 

This week prospective Conservative 
MP Robert Halfon claimed that planned 
rises in fees to register a new home or to 
buy a property search would exacerbate 
the problems and said it would in turn 
increase charges for the controversial 
Home Information Packs. 

“The new figures expose how Gordon 
Brown’s recession has sent the Harlow 
and Epping Forest housing market into 
freefall,” said Mr Halfon. “It is incredibly 
shortsighted for Labour ministers to 
increase red tape on the housing market in 
the middle of a recession .

“We need action to revive the market by 
reducing moving costs for homeowners 
and giving extra help to first-time buyers 
seeking to get on to the housing ladder.” 

However, estate agent Alan Howick of 
Howick and Brooker, in High Street, Old 
Harlow, said there was evidence the hous¬ 
ing market was beginning to pick up. 

“There are some signs of green shoots 
recovery,” he said. “Last month was a 
good one for us and was almost as good as 
some of the months we had experienced 
in 2006 and 2007.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said the 
Government was helping to kick-start the 
industry by giving earlier mortgage pay¬ 
ment support for people who lose their 
jobs and said HIPs reduced unnecessary 
delays caused by information coming to 
light later in the buying and selling 
process. 

“It is hypocrisy in the extreme for the 
Conservatives to criticise increases in 
Land Registry charges,” he added. “As 
we have seen with Tory-controlled 
Harlow Council, when they are in power 
they both cut spending and increase 
charges.”

Weston: why 
now is a 
good time to 
buy a home 



Weston Homes' Archers Place development in Bishop's Stortford 


THE cyclical downturn in the housing 
market has traditionally created a 
strong opportunity for first-time 
buyers and investors who want to put 
their money in bricks and mortar 
rather than the stock markets. 

That is according to research by 
Takeley-based developer Weston 
Homes on market trends dating back 
to the mid-1970s. 

Weston Homes analysed data from 
the Office for National Statistics and 
mortgage lenders Nationwide and 
Halifax to assess similar indicators in 
the past three economic downturns. 

Low inflation, low interest rates and 
affordability are the strong indicators 


which signal that the new homes 
market is at the bottom of its cycle, 
presenting an opportunity for 
reinvestment in the UK housing 
market. 

Between 1988 and 1989, average 
house prices rose an average of 
28.36 per cent while interest rates 
grew from eight per cent to 14 per 
cent, according to Nationwide 
statistics and the Office for National 
Statistics, respectively. The market 
bottomed out in the first auarter of 
1993, which followed with lower 
interest rates, reduced inflation and 
rising employment. 

Between 2005 and 2007, average 


house prices rose an average of 
22.72 per cent while interest rates 
grew from 4.75 per cent to 5.5 per 
cent according to Halifax and the 
Office for National Statistics, 
respectively. 

During the past five quarters since 
the recent peak of the housing 
market, average house prices nave 
fallen between 17.7 per cent and 
19.2 per cent. The total drop since 
the market peak is considerably more 
than the market drop in the late 
1980s to early 1990s, which showed 


an average house price fall of 
between 8.95 per cent and 12.73 per 
cent. This means that those who buy 
a home today are saving more than 
those who bought after the early 
1990s downturn. 

Weston Homes' statistics also show 
that new-build house prices have 
fallen by 30 per cent since the 
second quarter of 2007. 

Interest rates are at the lowest on 
record at 0.5 per cent while inflation 
remains at three per cent, according 
to the Bank of England, which 


indicates the market bottoming out, 
as was the situation in 1993. 

For first-time buyers, the current 
affordability, which is the ratio 
between a buyer's annual income 
and the price of their home, is 3.07 
with an 18 per cent deposit required. 
The affordability ratio is the lowest it 
has been in 35 years before the mid- 
1970s cyclical change. 

Weston Homes chairman and chief 
executive Bob Weston said: "The low 
interest rates are great for mortgagees 
but not very helpful for investors. 

"People are starting to look at 
investing in bricks and mortar again 
as homes are the most affordable 
they have been in decades and 
property will always appreciate in the 
long term. Buyers are also becoming 
aware that stock is diminishing with 
homebuilders falling short of tne 
Government's projected new homes 
target of 240,000 homes per annum 
to just 50,000 by the end of 2009. 

"First-time buyers are adjusting to 
the mortgage availability with an 
expectation that a decent deposit 
must be accumulated before buying. 

"Those UK retirees who were 
previously priced out of the British 
market but could afford property in 
the Mediterranean are returning 
home as European mortgages 
become unaffordable and UK homes 
more affordable. All these signs show 
green shoots in the market. I 
genuinely believe the new homes 
market has reached the bottom with 
the existing homes market not too far 
off."

REVIEW 

Lysistrata 

Moot House Players 


THIS was a thoroughly 
enjoyable production with 
much to hold the eye and 
ear, but I confess I spent 
some time checking the faces 
of audience members at 
Moot Hall. 

For, despite previously published 
warnings, many spectators 
looked a little stunned as the 
earthy language and sexual 
references were delivered with 
gusto. 

It’s one thing to experience this sort 
of dialogue in the cinema or on the 
TV, but to hear four-letter words 
spilling from the lips of a live cast 
can take some getting used to. 
Contrary to popular belief - and the 
jokey writings of Philip Larkin - sex 
does not date from the 1960s. It’s 
been around for a good deal longer, 
as this spirited drama written by 
Aristophanes around 411 BC can 
testify. It tells how the war-weary 
women of Greece stage a sex strike 
in order to force their misogynist 
menfolk to abandon conflict and sue 
for peace. 

Skilfully adapted and directed by 
Rosemary Caswell, the production 


featured a line-up of strong and 
passionate women determined to 
achieve their goal in the face of anger 
and derision from their husbands. 

Led by Lysistrata herself, they 
overcome their own sense of 
frustration and much male pestering 
to win their cause. 

Rosalind Barron gave a sparky and 
focused performance as Lysistrata, 
bravely defying a torrent of threats 
and bullying led by the local 
magistrate. As the pompous official, 


Michael Caswell both amused and 
impressed as he turned from 
bombastic to cringing in a heartbeat. 
Ably led by Geoff Leeds as Drakis, 
the sneering schoolboy-like antics of 
the men were highly comical but 
they were upstaged by Tony 
Edwards, hilarious as doddery 
Strymo, carried away with lustful 
memories as his sex-starved 
colleagues discussed their 
frustrations! 

Claire Quley and Dan Powell were 


engaging as young couple Myrrhini 
and Kinesias. Their scene where the 
wife agrees to sleep with the 
husband out in the open, only to 
blindfold him and run off, generated 
much laughter. 

With a stunning set and beautiful 
costumes - the trademarks of an 
MHP staging - this production was 
very easy on the eye ... even if some 
of the dialogue was a little tough on 
the ears of a few audience members!
